Ovations That Would Awaken 
the Envy of Kings. 


President at Pasadena. 
Spec‘al to the GazerTr«. | 


Pasapena, April 24.—The President 
and party were treated toa beautiful 
floral display this morning, during the | 
two hour drive fhrough the principal 
streets of this “Crown of the Valley.” 
They had a fine escort, composed of 
local military and civic organizations. 
The President and Mrs. Harrison and 
Mayor Luckens occupied a carriage 
decorated with acacia blossoms, apd 
drawn by four horses wearing feathery 
plumes. The carriage which contained 
Secretary Rusk and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wannamaker was ornamented 
with orange blossoms and red, white 
and yellow roses. All the otherrcar- 
riages displayed flags. Just before 
the President left the hotel, he was 
addressed by a curly headed, four-year 
old boy who expatiated on the fertility 
of the valley, and gave the President 
and party permission to take away 
anyj products that might suit their 
fancy. At a point onthe drive on 
Marengo Avenue, the procession passed 
under a large arch composed princi- 
pally of calla lilies, and having a base 
of rare tropical plants. A large por- 
trait of the President was displayed 
at the keystone. About twenty-five | 
“hundred school children were congre- 
gated about this arch and showered 
the President and Mrs. Harrison with 
euch a profusion of bouquets that those 
who followed passed over a ve.itable 
bed of flowers. Soon afterwards the 
procession passed through a gateway 
of flowers operated by two little girls. 
Short visits were subsequently «made 
to the residence of Governor Mark- 
ham and Mayor Lukens. A chilly 
Scotch mist pervaded the atmosphere 
during the morning, but it was not 
sufficient to dampen the enthusiasm’ 
of the people, who cheered the -Presi- 
dent all along-the line. _ Business was 
generally suspended and all the in- 
habitants of the.city and surrounding 
country were on the streets. The 
drive was concluded at the ggilroad

Portugal Accedps to Salisbury’s 
Deters: 


Portugal Weakens. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lonpon, April 24.—One of the re- 


officials in firing upon the British 
steamer Agnes, and the seizure of the 
two cargo boats attached tothe ex- 
pedition, has become public by the 
action taken by the Portuguese cabi- 
net to-day. 

It appears that, in addition to the 
despatch of three British warships to 
the entrance of the Pungwe river as 
announced by Salisbury yesterday, 
the British Prime Minister forwarded 
an ultimatum to the Portuguese gov- 
ernment declaring that unless imme 
diate facilities were ’afférded British 
subjects to opan the Pungwe river, in 

accordance with the provisions of the 
modus vivendi now existing between 
Great Britain and Portugal, the Brit- 
ish government would resort to force 
to insure respect on thé part of Portu- 
gal to her treaty engagement, and the 
result would be disastrous to Portu- 
guese enterprise’ in that part of the 
world. 

-The Portuguese cabinet to-day, un- 
der pressure of Salisbury’s ultimatum, 
gave consent to the free passage of the 
Pungwe river.
